Softball 
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As the 2007 season came to an end, the Storm had reached the playoffs for the 3rd straight year 
and had recorded yet another winning season under Coach Vrbka. Although the team finished with a 
7-2 record, it was a season of highs and lows. With a huge win over Humphrey St. Francis in week 
four, the Storm rolled into week five with a 4-0 record and a match with a highly ranked Clarkson. The 
Red Devils, the eventual state runner-ups, handed the team their first loss of the season. With 3 more 
wins over district foes, the Storm rolled into the playoffs with a 7-1 record and a first-round home game. 
With a tough draw in Mead, the team ended the season with a disappointing 2-point loss at the hands of 
the Red Raiders.
